My name is Suzanne Levoe, and I am a chief 
petitioner for Sierra Madre Parents for Better Edu¬ 
cation. 

Sierra Madre Parents for Better Education 
supports the Black Coalition on Education and its 
request that a nationwide search be conducted to 
select the new superintendent for the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District, and that particular emphasis 
be placed on recruitment through minority univer¬ 
sities and in cities with a high minority student 
population. It is our belief that all children, regard¬ 
less of race, color, or creed, benefit from the posi¬ 


tive impact brought about by the presence of quali¬ 
fied, caring minority leaders. 

Sierra Madre Parents for Better Education 
also requests that steps similar to those currently 
being implemented in the Arcadia Unified School 
District in its selection of a new superintendent

I (inner Mayor Elaine Rudolph was so per¬ 
turbed that the City Council was not following 
prcserihecl procedure for public hearings that she 
lei I the chambers Tuesday evening without stating 
her opinion of the Hillside Ordinance. 

In the study session preceding the meeting, 
Charles Martin, city attorney, had suggested that 
the council only hear those who were not in favor 
of the Hillside Ordinance since he felt that those 
who were proponents had already stated their case. 

1 hat is a far cry from the ground rules of a 
usual public hearing, Rudolph stated, and took 
exception that they were not going to hear both 
sides. 

I he council reversed itself and decided to hear 
both sides, the proponents first, for 45 minutes 
each, with each person supposedly speaking for 


three minutes. 

They also set Tuesday, Oct. 3 for a study 
session on the ordinance, 6 - 8 p.m.

Sierra Madre Hillside Coalition 
takes city to task in newsletter 


After battling the proposed Lawson Martin 
Chantry Flat Road development for some 17 
months of Planning Commission and City Council 
hearings, the Sierra Madre Hillside Coalition made 
it clear that, despite a number of favorable “con¬ 
ditions” set by the council, they are by no means 
convinced the matter is now settled. 

In fact, in their newsletter, they say they will 
“take the city to court and sue for various 
mistakes we think the administration made ...” 

They also remain unhappy over what they labeled 
“the long drawn-out and convoluted” proceedings. 

The council’s conditions, set at the Sept. 12 
hearing, included reduction from four lots to two, 
installation of a reservoir, removal of dirt, instead 
of dumping in an adjacent ^canyon, an agreement 
precluding later application for more splits on the 
site, and retention of the Chantry Flat gate in its 
present location. The locking device on the gate 
would be changed from manual to electronic 
which the coalition opposed. 


These conditions are now in the hands of Oliver 
Dablo, the public works director, whose findings 
are also subject to appear back once again to the 
council. 

A coalition newsletter to members stated, “Our 
next step is to get conditions acceptable to the coali¬ 
tion in writing.” If the “conditions (fall) short 
of what is acceptable (we will) file an appeal (with 
the council).” 

Dr. Jake Fakoory, one of the coordinators of 
the coalition, is convinced the coalition would not 
have gained what they have to date without or¬ 
ganized opposition and legal representation as well 
as endless hours of research, study and conferring 
with soils, seismic, safety and environmental experts. 
They are convinced they must closely monitor every 
step of the construction to follow. 

“There are many questions remaining un¬ 
answered,” said another member, Caroline Brown, 
citing their attorney’s opinion that the crutial Final

As of Sept. 19, Schroder received notification 
from Joanne Walters, the city’s code enforcement 
officer, that he was in violation of “City Code 5250, 
Maintenance of Property; Nuissances.” 

In the letter from Walters is a statement that 
Schroder may have placed the sign “to spite 
neighbors: or to cause detrimental effect upon near¬ 
by property or property values.” 

He answered the letter, with a copy to The 
News, saying he did not put the sign up to spite 
neighbors “and none have complained to me. 1 also 
did not put it up to ‘cause detrimental effect upon 
nearby property or property values.’ ” 

He continues, “My sign has been there for more 
than two years and during that time many houses 
in the immediate and surrounding area have sold 
for top dollar.” 

On Sept. 22, Schroder wrote a letter to Walters, 
and copied it to The Newt, staling that he is 
“very glad” to see something it being done with vio¬ 
lators of city codes. Then he reports, chronolo¬ 
gically, why he had been unhappy with the enforce-

Have you ever wondered how a dollar- 
bill changer knows that your dollar bill is real, 
and not from your Monopoly money? Well, 
the machine puts the money into several tests. 

There is in the machine a solid-state 
system of control, sensing circuits and a 
motorized dual-belt drive system and that trans¬ 
ports the dollar - bill through the sensors. 
The first test checks the gross density of the bill, 
a light shines on the bill, and a photocell 
measures the amount of light passing through 
it. If the bill is too thick or thin, it is 
rejected. 

Secondly, using a grid pattern, a stable 
light source and another photocell, the photo¬ 
cell picks up on the grid pattern running 
through the words “One Dollar” on the back 
of the bill. If they match up with the grid 
source the process continues. Magnetic ink is 
used to print a bill, and a magnetic pickup 
transducer checks for this. 

As the bill travels on, the nuchine it 
checking numbers and foreign money.

Here’s your question for this week: “What 
kind of downtown business district in Sierra 
Madre will attract you on a more regular basis 
and cause you to substantially increase your 
purchases?”

To be successful with our revitalization effort 
we need more than a seat-of-the-pants guess at 
the downtown mi.x, environment and amenities 
required to attract you on a regular basis. 

Property owners are interested in decent 
rental revenue and stable tenants. Both of those 
are made possible when their tenant has a pro¬ 
fitable business. You, the consumer, to a large 
degree dictate who will be profitable. Having 
a feel for what our local consumers want is 
a major step forward to creating a business 
mi.x that produces what both the property 


owner and business tenant want. 

Specifically, what type retail stores, if any, 
would you shop on a regular basis? Is a down¬ 
town filled with “price oriented” merchandise 
needed? Is price less of a consideration but 
broad selection and trendy merchandise 
attracts you? Will you most likely spend 
more of your convenience ddlar as opposed 
to your shopping good dollar? 

The type of businesses needed to attract 
your dollars will to a significant degree dictate 
the “kind of downtown” you’ll have. Large 
numbers of convenience businesses will tend to 
damand auto-CMiented stieetscape and amenities. 
Casual shopping, personal service businesses 
may successfully utilize existing buildings while 
businesses that are trendy or oriented to a 
broad geographical market place will no doubt 
require new construction. 

Very soon. Main Street, the Chamber of 
Commerce, City Council, CRA, administration 
and others interested in the development of 
downtown will be asked to make choices. 
There are no pat answers. We all recognize 
Sierra Madre has unique qualities. What strate¬ 
gies do we adopt to retain those qualities 
while adding and strengthening our economic 
health? 

So, what do you have to say? Your res¬ 
ponse can simply be a list of thoughts, 
incomplete sentences and ideas which you 
feel answer our two questions from your 
perspective. Get together with your neigh¬ 
bor over cofee and kick it around. What the 
heck. Have three or four neighbors over for 
a barbecue and really beat up on the subject. 
You are a very important person. You are the 
consumer downtown depends on now . . . and 
in the future.

“Under the Pepper Tree" 
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Committee plans mini-nursery 


The Sierra Madre 
Beautification Com¬ 
mittee’s Mini-Nursery is 
finally beginning to take 
shape, according to Bar¬ 
bara Godley, Mini- 
Nursery chairman. 

After hundreds of 
hours of labor by vol¬ 
unteer members of the 
committee and help 
from city crew members, 
the sprinkler system 
is now complete and 
functioning and large 
areas of persistent 
weeds are due for one 
last herbicide spraying 
before planting of the 
entire 45-foot by 87-foot 
area in the city yards 
adjacent to the base¬ 
ball diamonds. 

In the lower planter, 
the committee already 
has planted white 
Shasta daisies, 
red kalanchoe and blue 
agapanthus lilies, 
surrounding a central 
silk floss tree. 

Other portions of the 
nursery include a 
pepper tree, grape vine, 
climbing rose, eucalyptus 
and other plants. 

The nursery also in¬ 
cludes a potting and 
work area. 

As the downtown 
hanging floral baskets 
are rotated, those 
replaced are located at 
the nursery for TEC 
and add to the color¬ 
ful display. 

The current baskets 
with blue pansies and 
red begonias wilt be 
stationed along the new 
walkway, which has 


been created with flat 
sections of broken 
concrete. City crews 
will be filing in the 
pattern with gravel in the 
near future, according 
to Godley. 

Following the final 
weed sprayng, the slopes 
will be planted with 
rare iris rhizomes, do¬ 
nated by one of the com¬ 
mittees members and 
various bulbs contributed 
by others. 

The committee hopes 
to make the Mini-Nursery 
a demonstration garden 
containing both common 
and rare plants, as well 
as trees and shrubs 
being held by the city for 
planting on streets and in 
parks, and material 
scheduled for both the 
hanging baskets and 
the committee’s annual 
Free Plant Exchange. 

When the nursery is 
complete the com¬ 
mittee plans to hold 
an open house, hope¬ 
fully in the spring. 

Members of the com¬ 
mittee also replanted the 
City Hall outdoor ro¬ 
tunda, replacing begon¬ 
ias, which had suffered 
when the rotunda 
lattice roofing was 
removed. 

White petunias, pur¬ 
ple sage and a central 
white oleander were 
placed in the area. 

The committee 
has assumed the res¬ 
ponsibility of planting 
and fertilizing the ro¬ 
tunda and the Michillinda 
triangle, but the city is

audience argues downzoning

A packed audience and an heated annospbere 
Kt the stage for the Thursday. Sept. 21 Planning 
Commission meeting that found all members of the 
commissiOQ present. The irtain items of discussion 
were a puMic hearing on the proposed changes to 
the General Plan and a nuisance abatement for 
196 N. Sunnyside. 

As the pubbe bearing opened for the discussion 
on the proposed General Plan amendmenu (foL 
lowing recommendations by the General Plan .Ad 
Hoc committee), two separate concerns were raised, 
namely the R-11,000 zone given to the Kraffi 
estate and the downzoning of certain R-3 areas to 
either R-2 or R-1. 

Those c o mi ng to e xp r ess their views on the Kraffi 
estate fdt that R-11.(X)0 with an overlay was too 
small and recommeiKJed at least R-15.000. The com¬ 
mission merely heard the concern and took note of 
h, not making any funber comment except to 
explain their reasons for R-11.0(X). namely to keep 
the lots in the neighborhood of compatible size. 

Bill Chihon. chaiman of ‘Jk ad hoc committee, 
stepped to the podium to ask why file estates 
for proposed overlays had not received historical over¬ 
lays but just “plain overlays.’' Chilton was informed 
that the ow-ners of ruch an estate as Ae Kraff;

Carolioe Brown finally came forward with a 
compromise. “How about finding some sort of legal 
way to say the new zones would go into effect 
when the property changes hands (from the currrat 
owner).” That would achieve both purposes, she 
explained. The commission took it under advisement. 

A nuisaiKe abatement was also on the agenda 
for a second dwelling in an R-1 zone at the 
property of Mary Richardson. A neighbor, Glenda 
Edmonds came to protest the dwelling due to the 
fact that the dwelling (a rental) faces her home, 
as weU as the fact that the “calibre of renters have 
been very obnoxious and noisy." 

Richardson contended that at the time of her 
purchasing the property in 1980. the real estate agent 
had led her to believe it was a legal rental. At that 
uroe she had asked for a city opinion, and then 
City .Admiriisiraior Jim McRea had uicicated in a letter 
that it was indeed an illegal rental but that siiKe it 
had been rented for so long, the city at that time 
would not take action against the rental. However, 
uhe letter stated, that was not a guarantee for 
the city's position in the future. 

Rxdiardsoti claims that the money from the rental 
is necessary, as she is a single parent, and that 
without such funds she could not have moved into 
the proper.y.

Clyde was pointing 
out to us how Jesus was 
the master of dodging 
bullets. The Pharisees 
were forever trying to 
pin Him to the wall. This 
was best illustrated 
when they asked Jesus 
was it right to pay 
taxes to Caesar. 
This was a red hot poli¬ 
tical issue and placed 
Christ on the horns of 
dilemma. If He answered 
to pay the taxes He 
alienated the Jews who 
felt oppressed by 
Roman taxes. If He 
said don’t pay them then 
He would face the heavy 
hand of Rome for 
teaching anti-Roman 
precepts. The master of 
dodging bullets dodged 
deftly when He asked in 
return whose picture was 
on the coin. When they 
replied, “Caesar” He 
said, “Give to Caesar 
that which is Caesar’s and 
to God what’s God’s.” 

Pastor Clyde under¬ 
scored the importance 
exercising your right to 
vote and to do it dilli- 


gently and knowledgeably. 
He emphasized the im¬ 
portance of Christians 
taking political stands 
that are compatible with 
Scripture. However, after 
all the doctrinal and 
political stands 
are set aside the only 
thing that matters to 
God is love. If you 
stop and consider, Jesus 
didn't take political 
stands. In fact, that’s 
what upset many Jews 
who were looking for a 
political Messiah who 
would throw off the yoke 
of Rome. Jesus side step¬ 
ped political issues but 
never side stepped 
telling the people what 
was in and on the heart 
of God. Clyde said that 
Jesus didn’t come 
to reconstruct life but 
to renew humanity by 
having them turn to God. 
Pastor has said in the 
past and he said again, 
“Jesus didn’t call us to 
demonstrate for Him on 
political issues but He 
wants us to demon¬ 
strate Him.” We’ll say 
more about this next 
week.

“Will Success Spoil 
Rock Hunter?” is the 
cliche title of a wild 
farce that mocks the 
cliches of the movie 
business. It was a star 
vehicle, back in the 
’50s for Jayne Mans¬ 
field, the poor man’s 
Marilyn Monroe. It 
mocks sex-goddesses, 
untalented writers, emi¬ 
grant directors, frus¬ 
trated playwrights, ambi¬ 
tious secretaries, rapacious 
agents, movie censors 
(remember them?) and 
briefly, profootball 
players. It had con¬ 
siderable success on 
Broadway and in the 
movies, thanks to the 
giggling girlishness and 
flambouyant charms of 
its star attraction and the 
presence of actors like 
Orson Bean and 
Robert Mathau in the 
cast. 

In the La Canada 
Players production 
currently at the Base¬ 


ment Theater at the Con¬ 
gregational Church in 
Pasadena, everybody 
is trying hard to create 
nostalgia for the 
“Fifties,” a period 
that has taken on the 
mythic qualities for 
this generation that the 
“Roaring Twenties” 
had for the last one, 
or the “Gay Ninties” 
for the one before that. 

A play as goofy as 
this has to be careful 
about its style. Two or 
three outrageous 
characters need some 
relatively sane ones to 
play off and in this 
production nearly 
everybody is outrageous 
which can become tiring. 
Robert Berger’s fair¬ 
ly subtle and literally 
devilish agent comes off 
best as he quietly col¬ 
lects his 10 percent and

And Frank Vrlich, 
who has been excellent 
in some serious stuff for 
the Players, proves he 
can do “Tennis, anyone?” 

Jeffrey Asch, a 
a frantic would-be 
writer in company he 
never expects to keep, 
is funny, but would be 
even funnier with a little 
more restraint, and the 
same goes for Maxi 
Drake, who is so inven¬ 
tive in her ambitious sec¬ 
retary role that she be¬ 
comes distracting. 

Dick Stratton has only 


his lines and his cos¬ 
tume to indicate that he 
is the famous director 
he is supposed to be, 
and while Leana Hall, in 
the Mansfield role, has a 
great wardrobe and the 
over-abundant curves 
to fit into it, she lacks 
the lightness that can keep 
such an emphasis on 
flesh from sometimes 
becoming gross. 

Nevertheless, it is an 
amusing period piece, 
and its pink and black 
set is a howling success.

in Pioneer Cemetery?” she demanded and she re¬ 
ceived applause for her stance. 

Rick Fisher, representing California State Plant 
Society, said he heartily supported the intent of 
the ordinance and explained that the ordinance 
would protect the hillsides from erosion and flood¬ 
ing after fires. 

MaryAnn McGillivray offered the difference 
between development and exploitation and Verna 
Chilton read a letter from Jan and John Maddox 
who own well over 40 acres in the hillside area. 
The Maddoxes are in complete agreement and hope 
for a future mountain conservancy. 

Michael Heflin, one of the opponents, point¬ 
ed out that his family owns six contiguous pieces 
of property, “100 plus acres.” 

He said, “Let’s be realistic. Sierra Madre is a 
hillside community. I believe it is wrong to dis¬ 
criminate against property owners. No one has 
talked with us about purchasing our land . . . City 
Council must recognize that this action renders our 
asset worthless. You can seize our land but you must 
pay a fair price ... Is this city prepared to pay 
millions to provide a wilderness area for a few? Is 
it wise to pay us seven figures to protect an area 
we haven’t touched in 20 years?”

David Willis, co-trustee with his brother for 
their mother, Mrs. Cornelius Willis, disagrees with 
acreage and elevation constraints which, he said, 
“don’t allow any development.” 

He went on “It serves none of the purposes of 
the ordinance and we request this area be excluded.” 
The land is just north of Carter in the northeast 
section of Sierra Madre. 

He said, “The only reason our property is not 
studded with houses is because we have kept it for 
you.” 

Father John Devaney from the Monastery said 
they were in general agreement with the spirit of 
the ordinance but they have concern that they are 
included in the ordinance. “We have no present 
and immediate intention to development (of that 
land. The area south of the Monastery that is 
used for a parking lot during the annual Fiesta.)” We 
have been approached several times by developers 
salivating with eagerness (but they have been turned 
down).” 

Spencer Edwards said, “There are some things 
you can’t do arbitrarily. You can’t take life. You 
can’t take liberty and you can’t take property 
without due process ... The only proper direc¬ 
tion is for a mountain conservancy. The public

wants a public park on the hills and I would be 
willing to make a contribution to that plan.” 

Gertrude Daniels agreed with the Willises that 
there is much property above them all that “is 
level and could be developed. I feel you’re arbi¬ 
trarily setting elevation restrictions. There is not 
enough flexibility to the proper use of the land.” 

Mark Steres, attorney for the Lawson Martins 
who have been waiting to develop property above 
Chantry Flat Road, spent nearly a half hour sug¬ 
gesting ways the council could make a stronger and 
fairer ordinance. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai asked if Steres 
could put together a synopsis of his suggestions 
for the council and he agreed. 

Gary Covasik, counsel for the Willis Trust, 
said, “If portions of property are buildable, they 
should be excluded (from the ordinance). To force 
someone to have to go through the variance or 
CUP process is unfair. They want to enjoy the same 
property rights as their neighbors.” 

In other business during the nearly six-hour 
meeting, the council took bold actions in the con¬ 
troversial Harvey case concerning whether or not 
the Sierra Madre resident at 453 Manzanita should 
keep his existing accessory building.

Mayor Pro Tem Maurer made the motion that 
the three-foot sideyard setback be observed, that 
the bathroom in the building be reduced by 10 per¬ 
cent, that the second floor be used as storage only, 
and that a $5000 bond be placed by Harvey against 
his conmverting the building into a dwelling in any 
way. “If he were to do that, the bond would be 
called, and the building removed,” Maurer’s motion 
stated. 

Lee Cline, Harvey’s neighbor, has been remind¬ 
ing the council that Harvey has gone against the 
rules, that his building permits have changed from 
a garage and playroom to a two-story garage. 

“If your city official can’t determine what is a 
storage area versus liveable area, he should not be 
on that job ... I do expect city code to be en¬ 
forced.” 

Dick Patterson, a neighbor, said, “I urge the 
council to listen to the city attorney (and compro¬ 
mise). Neighbors would like to see this resolved 
even over Mr. Cline’s dead body.” 

Cline concluded, “The city is granting and 
giving up my rights.” 

Fences were the subject of another neighbor¬ 
hood debate concerning James and Anne Beeton 
who live at 485 E. Laurel Ave. Ultimately, how¬ 
ever, the council agreed with the Planning Com¬ 
mission in granting the variance request to permit 
a previously reconstructed six-foot fence on top of a 
property line retaining wall. The council’s only sug¬ 
gestion: that Beeton bear the cost of enclosing 
the metal posts and cap off the retaining wall with 
wood. 

The Tree Ordinance will appear on the Oct. 
10 agenda for possible first reading by title only. 

Concerning enforcement of clearing away brush 
at street corners, 13 locations have undergone 
clearance, according to Richard L. Garcia, public 
works supervisor. 

Sixty-seven buildings in downtown Sierra Ma- 
dre need to be strengthened before the next earth¬ 
quake because they are unreinforced masonry 
(URM). 

Eighteen property owners have returned a ques¬ 
tionnaire sent by the city and three property own¬ 
ers have submitted structural rehabilitation plans 
and are currently in the ctiy plan check system. One 
building is under construction, 80 percent com¬ 
plete. 

Thirty-one property owners still have not re- 
spqjided to the city’s request for information re¬ 
garding the status of their structures. 

David Wilcox, representing ERA, the consul¬ 
tant hired by the city to review possible down¬ 
town needs, is 30 days late with his third and last 
report. 

Doug Ayres, president of MSI, the consulting 
firm studying the fee schedules in Sierra Madre, 
will appear on Oct. 10 with his report. A public 
hearing is planned for that evening. 

More council news will appear in next week’s 
edition of The News.

ment ot thecitv. 

He deseriN.'s his effixts to keep his neighborhood 
cleaned up. claiming that Steve Pock, building in¬ 
spector, has agreed "ith him troni time to time 
when he complained about accumulated trash. He 
noted that enforcement still did not take place 
from the first complaint Aug. 1 even though Pock 
told Schroder that Walters had been informed. 

Schroder wants to know why there has been 
no follow-up on the Aug. 1 problem while he was 
given six davs to remove the sign he had installed 
two years ago. 

Schroder appeared before the City Council two 
weeks ago to complain about the lack of enforcement 
in the town. He specitically noted that a large cement 
truck was allowed to travel the narrow street of 
Forest Lane although Schroder was informed that 
no trucks that size would be on that street. 

Carlyle Griffin, former mayor who lives in 
the vicinity, also, told The News, “The developer 



had been instructed that no trucks would be allowed 
in that area. 1 think what happened is that the con¬ 
crete truck got there before the contractor and just 
unloaded and went on. The problem will dissipate 
itself in time when the building is done. Construction 
certainly inconveniences the neighborhood.” 

Schroder concluded, “We have laws that regulate 
these people (developers). Do we just turn our heads 
and let them do as they please when they please? 
This particular problem will be resolved but how 
long has it been going on? For Z'/r years. It’s 
unbelievable. What do we do? I don’t know what 
else to do. I’ve complained to the City Council 
and expected that .something would be done. I 
hope to receive a reply for Joanne (code enforce¬ 
ment officer). What’s really sad is that we finally 
become complacent. Even though many people call 
me and encourage me to continue, I don’t know 
what else to do. Today it’s me, but hang on, tomor¬ 
row it might be you.”

Sierra Madre Hillside Coalition 
takes city to task in newsletter

Focused Environmental Impact Report (EIR) was 
given only a one-week review period instead of the 
required minimum 30 days. 

The Martins’ attorney had requested that the 
coalition waive their right to speak to the EIR, but 
they refused to waive what they felt was an essential 
requisite to ensuring safety. 

■Another question concerns City Attorney Charles 
Martin's ad\ice to the council that they were in¬ 
citing litigation by exceeding the time factor for the 
state-mandated “Permit Streamline Act.” 

This advice, they feel, caused the council to act 
preciritously when it was brought up for 
the first time at the Sept. 12 meeting. 

Since then the coalition has conferred with 
several authorities on the act and now believes there 
is a real questions concerning the starting date, which 
could possibly put it as late as little more than a 
month ago when the four-lot application was re¬ 
jected, thus barely starting rather than exceeding the 
deadline by some five months (a total of 17 months 
of discussion). 

The coalition remains particularly unhappy 
with the city’s handling of the entire matter, 
which has involved numerous hearings before the 
Plannittg Commission and council, the involvement 
of four different attorneys and repeated conclusions 
on the part of both audiences and council members 
themselves that the affair was settled, only to find 
that, in the city attorney’s words, “It is still 
only about mid-stream.” 

The coalition newsletter stated, “There were 
many mistakes on the part of city administration . . . 
positions taken by the city attorney confused by 
the council and they were scared that the applicant 
would sue them.” 

The newsletter continued, “Throughout this 
entire process it has become clearer and clearer 
that the city is not being best served by the cur-

rent configuration of the city administration . . 

It is time for us to press the City Council (in this 
regard).” 

The letter suggested the addition of one or even 
two assistant city administrators, adding, “It may be 
that the hiring process needs to change so that a 
citizen selection committee could help screen candi¬ 
dates and produce a . . . viable slate.” 

The coalition is also in the process of circulating 
a petition, requesting the council to change the 
city code so that the director of public works will 
no longer have the authority to make the “tinal 
decision” on lot splits (four or less lots), subject to 
appeal back to council which they feel has been 
a significant factor on complicating the entire 
affair.

The Mt. Wilson Soar¬ 
ing Society will not use 
the Los Angeles County 
Flood Control area 
within the city of Arca¬ 
dia for a landing area, if 
the Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil has its say. On a vote 
of 3-1, with Councilman 
Dennis Lojeski absent, 
the council voted last 
week to inform the coun¬ 
ty that such a landing 
site is not wanted in 
Arcadia. 

Councilman Robert 
Harbicht was the lone 
supporter of the request 
because he feels that 
one of the functions of 
local government is 
“to provide recreational 
facilities for our citizens” 
and that “there is not 
one persuasive argu¬ 
ment” as to why they 
shouldn’t be allowed to 
land on the pads that are 
located in the flood 
control district. 

Harbicht said that 
there were only “spec¬ 
ulative concerns, the 
what ifs.” 

Mayor Roger Chand¬ 
ler felt that there would 
be a significant num¬ 
ber of spectators that 
would go up to the 
landing area, and he 
was concerned about the 
trash and traffic in an 
“Ozzie and Harriet 
neighborhood. 1 pers- 
sonally would go up 
there and watch them,” 
he added. 

Harbicht said that 
there would be only 
five to 10 cars on any 
given day as, on the best 
of days, 20 pilots at the 
most make the flight. 


and they generally car 
pool at that. 

Harbicht’s motion to 
approve the request from 
the Mt. Wilson group 
for a six month trial 
failed for lack of a se¬ 
cond; however, a mo¬ 
tion to inform the 
county that Arcadia 
did not want the hang 
gliders landing in the 
city passed 3-1. 

The county has the last 
right of refusal, but be¬ 
cause the city turned 
down the request, the 
county will probably 
follow, according to 
Harbicht. 

The soaring group 
is looking for a new 
landing site as their cur¬ 
rent location in Pasa¬ 
dena has been developed 
with homes. They seek a 
landing area that is 
within a five mile radius 
of Mt. Wilson approxi¬ 
mately 50 by 150 yards 
of flat ground with 
clear approach. The 
group feels that there are 
several areas below the 
Santa Anita Canyon 
debris basin which 
would meet their 
needs.
